Madison, \Vls.. Jan. 29.—The child 


labor law offered In the assembly yes- 
terday by Mr. llrlttan of Bclolt goes 
further than any similar measure over 
proposed .In Wisconsin. 
Its sensa- 


tional provision, and the one which 
will probably arouse the most vehem- 
ent opposition, is the provision that 
children under 1C shall. In addition 
to other requirements, bo able to 
read and write the English language. 
Another Importance difference bet- 
ween the bill and the present law Is 
In regard to the permit by which chil- 
dren over H but under 1C may work. 
Under the Brlttan bill these permits 
must be given by the commissioner 
of labor or a deputy factory inspector, 
Instead of the parents. 
A third Im- 


portant feature Is the requirement 
that a physician's certificate must bo 
given that the child Is physically able 
to perform the labor without inquiry. 
The day's labors must not 
exceed 


eight hours, and the child must not 
work before C n. m. nor later than 'J 
p. m.. nor on Sunday. 
Tne bill 
Is 


not likely to become a law In 
its 


present form, but It is certain that 
some amendment to tho present law 
will bo made which throw better re- 
strictions around child labor. 


Cady's Action 
F. A. Cady. the majority floor lead- 
er in tho assembly. Is probably entit- 
led to the credit of blocking 
the at- 


tempt to tlo Senator Spooner to the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people offered by 
the democrats In both houses

20 to 80 
per cent.; fancy leather goods, duty 
trebled; raw tobacco, formerly 510, 
raised to $21 per hundred kilograms, 
about 207 pounds; textile machinery, 
Increased r.O to 100 per cent.; elec- 
trical dynamos and motors. Increased 
20 to 3i> per cent. 


Tho duties on tho finer electrical 


apparatus arc doubled, and tho duty 
on agricultural machinery 
Is rais- 


ed 20 per cent., with tho exception of 
steam plows and thrashers, the duty 
on which Is not changed.

.Eastern Market Shows Considerable 


Activity—Reports from States • 


and Cities Given, 


About all the warehouses In tha 


city arc now working a full force ot 
hands, packing the tobacco already 
delivered and making room to receive 
more goods. 
The growers have the 


most of their tobacco stripped and 
are bringing It to delivery points as 
rapidly as possible. 
The. business 


In tho warehouses as far as the num- 
ber of hands employed Is concerned 
excecds'that of any previous season. 
The weekly pay rolls Is many thou- 
sand dollars and the distribution of 
this money among the merchants by 
the workers Is a great help to the 
business Interests of tho city. 


Look After Their Goods 


Many eastern buyers who are hav- 


Jng packings put up In this section 
arc spending some time hero receiv- 
ing the goods and attending to tho 
packing and assorting. 


There are still a few belated sales, 


but their aggregate will not exceed 
fifty or sixty acres, with a probabll- 
Ily that even this number will dimin- 
ish, for the crop 
Is 
practically 


cleaned out. 
Trices remain about 8 
cents, but the lots are small and tho 
purchases represent more the buyers' 
need of tobacco than the market val- 
ue of the tobacco'; which, after all, 
are hardly more than remnants. In 
old goods there Is a moderate busi- 
ness In small lots, mostly to manu- 
facturers. 


General Leaf Market 
Business this week has been better 


than usual at this time of the year, 
liut not so good as was expected. 
It Is well known, that the great ma- 
jority of manufacturers have little 
or no leaf on hand, and under the cir- 
cumstances dealers expected a third 
•week of January to open up rather 
more actively than was the 
case. 


But there Is every Indication 
that 


there will soon be little apathy In the 
trade for Inquiries are numerous and 
It Is only a matter of time when these 
will end In sales.

actions during tho week were not up 
to expectations they were not by any 
means to be despised and

In 
Havana, the call was for old Kerne- 
dlos. but manufacturers have not yet 
nerved themselves to pay the price 
Importers think the leaf Is worth.and 
the latter therefore showed no great 
eagerness to part with their holdings 
which they arc confident will com- 
mand better figures as the prospects

railroad yards. 


Blunder In Orders.

He made a blunder In carrying out 
his orders regarding the trains,'and 
Instead of side-tracking one of them 
he caused the two to dash together In 
u head-end collision at a point whero 
each engineer considered that he had 
a clear track ahead.

cept one fireman, who was taken out 
alive.

SPOONER'S OVATION 


Never before In the annals of Wis- 


consin politics has such a scene or 
genuine enthusiasm greeted a public 
man elected to an olllce of trust and 
honor as was accorded, to John C. 
Spooner In the Joint session of the 
senate and assembly at .Madison yes- 
terday at noon. 
The great hall of 


the assembly chamber was crowded 
with men from all parts of the state. 
From the Superior coast to the state 
line from Milwaukee and Green Bay 
to Prairie du-Chlcn and La Crosse 
they bad Ratheretl to do honor to the 
great man they all loved. 
When he 


entered the hnH such a burst of ap 
plause and cheering burst forth that 
even the old-gray heads who had be- 
come hardened with years to such 
scenes were

away 
and 


cheered too. 
It was a popular de- 


monstration. A demonstration which 
•was not accorded to the governor or 
to any previous senator. 
Honors 


•were showered by lavish hands by 
men who had earnestly worked and 
fought In caucus, state convention 
and on the stump for Just that mo- 
ment and this was their hour 
of 


triumph. 
Not once did the applause 


decrease but Its volume was as stea- 
dy when he finished his brief but 
strong address as when he began 
and his Informal reception only added 
glory to Ins name and fame. 


POST CHECK CURRENCY 


The theory of tho post check notes 


is that a man has them on hand 
In tho current money which ho car- 
ries In his pocket. 
There will be 


nothing else la tho way of small 
bills. 
Tho money orders for sums 


of less than $5 would probably be 
taken out of tho money order system 
Each man would have his own mo- 
ney order on hand If he had a one 
dollar bill or a two dollar bill or a 
five dollar bill which he might wish 
to transmit. 
All tho money of those 


denominations would be In the form 
of post check notes and would pass 
current as money until converted Into 
checks by endorsement. 
When en- 


dorsed they are good only to the 
person named.. 
Theso post check 


notes would constantly flow In and 
out of the treasury and there would 
be no appreciable contraction. 


No one can forsee what will arise 


In actual practice, but I unable to 
seo wherein the post check would not 
•work with entire smoothness 
and 


without complications. 
There Is no- 


where near as much complication In 
•working the post check as thoro Is 
wltu the. present money order 53 
tern, l-o additional work that would 
be entailed upon the treasury depart 
ment Is- not. to my mind, a serious 
tenable objection. 


I believe we can make the post 


check work smoothly. 
It Is won- 


dcrfnly simple and will adapt Itself 
to the needs of tho people very eas 
lly. 
1 am more than ever convinced 


that It Is a great Improvement up 
on any method of transmitting money 
In use at he present time. We should 
experiment with It and sec how it 
works. 
I understand t.ic postmas- 


ter general approves tho one dollar 
and two dollar post check notes. 


Tho above statement by so good 


authority as E. C. Madden, third as- 
sistant postmaster general 
should 


have much weight with congress. 


THE CANAL 


While It would possibly be 


turo to grow Jubilant over the canal 
treaty In advance of Its ratification 
by the senate, there Is little doubt 
that the most serious obstacle In 
the way of the Panama route has 
been overcome. 
Tho tedious and un- 


anticipated -haggling over the terms 
of payment, which. If continued much 
longer, might have revitalized 
the 


distinctly Inferior Nicaragua project, 
was a source of some anxiety. 
Pos- 


sibly the delay \vhlch has occurred 
may postpone the commencement of 
actual prepartlons for a year. To rat 
Ify the treaty and maker tho neces- 
sary appropriations will take time, 
and congress now has less than six 
weeks to dispose of many important 
matters already before It. 


Tho terms of the treaty are satis- 


factory enough. 
Under the form of 


a ninety-nine year lease with an op 
tlon of renewal the United States ac- 
quires practically permanent control 
of a strip s!x miles wli.le. Including 
tho terminal harbors and cities, in 
consideration of the payment of $10.- 
000.000 down and an annual rental 
of 1225.000. 
Tho terms us reported 


heretofore were 57.000.000 with Col- 
ombia asking $600.000 anual rental 
and the United Slates offering only 
JIOO.OOO. 
Colombia not only secures 


n largo addition to her cash resourc- 
es and a very convenient annual In- 
come, but she Is assured of the com- 
pletion of a waterway that 
will 


greatly stimulate her commerce with 
the world and add to her wealth. 
Had she failed to make a bargain 
with tho United States the probabil- 
ity of a canal at Panama would have 
been very small. 


So Mr. Bryan thinks there Is no 


Touble up in the mountains of Mcx- 
oo about sliver money. 
Well per- 


laps there Is not but Bryan Is tho 
only one who finds this condition to 
exist. 


BUSINESS ACTIVITIES 


A striking evidence of business ac- 


tivity In the United States nt 
the 


present tlmo Is found In a compari- 
son of pig Iron statistics of the year 
just ended with those of earlier year?, 
as compiled by the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics. 
Recently published es- 


timates of the production of pig Iron 
in the United States during tho cal- 
endar year 1902 put the total produc- 
tion nt 17,500,000 tons. 
This Is an 


Increase of nearly two million tons 
over last year, and is more than 'dou- 
ble the production of 1S9R, 
three 


times that of 1SSG. four times that of 
1881, six times that of 187'J eight 
times that of 1875, ten times that of 
1S72. and twenty times that of 1805. 
Tho steel production of tho year Is 
estimated at 15,000,000 tons, which Is 
practlcaly CO per cent, more (than 
that of 1900, nearly three times as 
much as that of 1SUG, ten times as 
much as that of 1884, and 
twenty 


times tho production of 1878. 
In ad- 


dition to this numerous production 
anil Increase over any earlier year, 
the Importations of pig Iron In the 
year Just ended are ten times as 
great as In the preceding year and 
greater than In any year of tho <le 
cade, and the toal value of Iron and 
steel Imported will also exceed that 
of any year during the decade. 


THE OIL BURNERS 


The oil producers of Indiana have 


just closed the busiest and most proll 
table year they have known since 
they began to prospect for the green 
fluid under the soil of the state. 
In 


tho past twelve months 3,914 wells 
were completed, or which C31 were 
listed as gas wells or "dry" holes. 
The dally production of tho crude 
oil from the Indiana field 1ms boon 
from i.,000 to U7.000 barrels a day, 
and tho enormous revenue from tho 
sale of this oil has gone directly Into 
tho pockets of the people 'who live 
In tho oil belt of the state. 
Since 


tho first drill started down in Indiana 
soil In search of oil a total of 22,1'B2 
wells has been completed at an av- 
erage cost of $2,000 making tho total 
Investment In the holes In the ground 
$44.G04.000. 
This does Include tho 


millions of dollars Invested In pipe- 
lines, pumping 
stations, 
storage 


tanks, royalties to farmers for the use 
of their land, and the wages paid to 
a vast army of drillers, pumpers, 
gangers, tanl: 
"strappers," 
roust- 


abouts, derrick nnd pump builders 
and others.

Mrs. Bowerman sold that she had 


eaten freely of tho tongue herself, as 
had n number of her neighbors, and 
none of them had suffered In con- 
sequence. 
She was at a loss to ex- 


lain the sickness. 


Those who were taken ill are not 


agreed on tho cause, but they are 
unanimous In laying It to the banquet, 
either as a whole or to some article.
